SHORT TITLE 

That this Act may be cited as the “National Security

15 Sec. 309. As used in this Act, the term “function” 

16 includes functions, powers, and duties. 

17 SEPARABILITY 

18 Sec. 310. If any provision of this Act or the applica- 

19 tion thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, 

20 the validity of the remainder of the Act and of the applica- 

21 tion of such provision to other persons and circumstances 

22 shall not be affected thereby.
